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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1970 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  your  district  for  1970. 

The  birth  rate  continues  to  fall,  being  15.7  compared  with  16.6 
in  1969,  though  the  percentage  of  illegitimate  live  births  this  year 
fell  from  nine  to  eight. 

The  death  rate  decreased  to  12.5  compared  with  13.4  in  1969; 
131  of  the  390  deaths  were  in  the  age  group  65 — 74  and  151  were 
75  and  over. 

The  number  of  cancer  deaths  rose  by  three  to  65.  This 
included  two  cases  of  leukaemia  in  men,  both  of  whom  were  over 
65.  There  were  again  15  cases  of  carcinoma  of  the  bronchus  during 
the  year  but  two  fewer  of  these  were  in  males  (12  males,  3 females). 

Deaths  from  ischaemic  heart  disease  continue  to  creep  up 
slowly  showing  an  increase  in  males  from  65  to  68  and  in  females 
from  44  to  46. 

Whilst  deaths  Ifrom  motor  vehicle  accidents  declined  from 
four  to  two,  unfortunately  the  deaths  due  to  all  other  accidents 
increased  from  six  to  ten. 

The  figures  for  the  infantile  mortality  rate  appear  to  be 
v/onderful  this  year  standing  at  six  compared  with  18  for  the 
country  as  a whole,  but  we  must  bear  in  mind  that  we  are  dealing 
with  small  numbers  here  and  even  one  extra  death  under  one  year 
would  be  sufficient  to  send  our  figures  rocketing  up. 

In  fact  three  children  did  die  in  the  first  12  months  of  life, 
but  none  in  the  first  four  weeks.  One  of  these  died  of  a congenital 
abnormality,  one  of  pneumonia  and  one  from  inhalation  of  vomit 
when  he  was  staying  outside  the  area. 

Once  again  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

Notifications  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  unfortunately 
increased  to  15  (11  in  1969).  Of  these,  one  was  an  inward  transfer, 
two  v/ere  reactivated  cases  who  had  previously  been  removed  from 
the  register  and  six  were  family  cases.  This  led  to  much  intensive 
case  work  and  follow  up  of  contacts  in  which  the  health  visitors, 
as  usual,  played  a vital  role. 

Four  hundred  and  ninety  children  received  their  B.C.G. 
vaccination  against  tuberculosis  during  the  first  year  at  Secondary 
School,  an  increase  of  59  over  last  year. 
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The  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  visited  Bishop 
Auckland  twice  during  the  year  and  a total  of  1,934  persons  made 
use  of  the  facilities.  Of  the  five  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic  one 
person  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  pneumonia.  No  new  cases 
of  tuberculosis  were  brought  to  light. 

A further  visit  of  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  was 
in  conjunction  with  a multiple  screening  clinic  organised  by  the 
County  Health  Department  for  residents  of  Bishop  Auckland  and 
Shildon  in  which  tests  were  carried  out  on  vision,  urine,  blood  and 
cervical  cytology  in  the  women  in  addition  to  the  X-ray  of  chest. 
This  clinic  proved  extremely  popular,  a total  of  1,081  persons 
attending.  A table  of  the  results  appears  later  in  this  report. 

Notifications  of  infectious  diseases  decreased  to  344  this  year 
(484  in  1969).  Cases  of  measles  decreased  to  263  as  against  434 
last  year.  However,  as  this  disease  is  normally  of  biennial 
occurrence,  this  is  the  year  when  we  would  have  expected  fewer 
cases,  in  fact  there  were  more  this  year  than  in  1968  (82)  and 
1966  (61). 

This  makes  me  wonder  whether  measles  vaccination  may  have 
upset  the  periodicity  of  the  disease.  This  will  only  become  obvious 
when  the  figures  are  studied  over  the  next  few  years.  In  the  mean- 
time all  mothers  are  being  urged  to  have  their  children  vaccinated 
against  measles  preferably  in  the  second  year  of  life. 

One  case  each  of  dysentery  and  food  poisoning  were  notified, 
but  these  were  isolated  cases  and  although  fully  investigated,  no 
cause  could  be  found  and  no  subsequent  cases  occurred. 

No  cases  of  poliomyilitis  or  diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year 
but  there  were  55  cases  of  whooping  cough,  luckily  none  serious. 

During  the  year  supplies  of  Rubella  vaccine  were  made 
available  by  the  Ministry  and  376  girls  in  their  fourteenth  year 
were  given  this  preventive  injection. 

Following  the  influenza  vaccination  of  U.D.C.  staff  in 
November,  1969,  a survey  was  carried  out  from  December  1st, 
1969,  to  May  2nd,  1970,  of  sickness  absences  in  all  employees. 

During  this  period  the  sick  notes  of  all  employees  were 
examined  weekly  and  the  table  shown  later  in  the  report  was  drawn 
up.  This  showed  an  incidence  of  1%  of  cases  of  influenza  in  the 
vaccinated  as  against  10%  in  the  unvaccinated  group.  The 
incidence  of  all  other  respiratory  tract  infections  was  approximately 
the  same  in  both  groups.  This  was  to  be  expected  as  the  makers 
do  not  claim  that  their  vaccine  will  protect  against  these  mixed 
infections,  only  against  influenza.  Admittedly  this  is  a small  series 
of  cases,  but  larger  series  carried  out  elsewhere  have  shown  the 
protection  afforded  by  the  vaccine. 
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The  results  of  the  investigation  were  made  known  to  the 
Council  employees  and  re-emphasised  in  November  when  the 
annual  campaign  was  started.  This  resulted  in  an  increase  of  20 
acceptances  for  the  injection  and  a total  of  116  were  given  this 
year. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  was  extended  to  cover  Witton 
Park  and  Escomb  during  the  year  and  now  36  meals  are  supplied 
to  old  people  twice  a week.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  however, 
there  was  still  a waiting  list  of  19.  Consideration  will  be  given 
next  year  to  extending  the  town  service  in  an  attempt  to  reduce 
this  waiting  list.  We  are  very  grateful  to  the  W.R.V.S.  who  so 
nobly  carry  out  this  service  for  us. 

The  Red  Cross  run  the  “Meals  from  Neighbours”  service  for 
us  in  the  villages  and  also  in  cases  of  emergency  in  the  town;  492 
meals  were  cooked  by  helpful  neighbours  this  year  compared  with 
202  last  year. 

The  Red  Cross  also  continues  to  run  a very  successful  over-70 
Tea  Club  catering  for  48  persons  once  a week  with  a waiting  list 
of  48. 

We  are  also  very  grateful  to  the  Red  Cross  and  the  voluntary 
chiropodist  who  run  the  clinic  chiropody  services  for  us.  During 
the  year  they  have  given  497  treatments. 

Our  own  domiciliary  chiropody  service  for  the  housebound 
continues  to  run  to  capacity  on  the  funds  available.  During  the 
year  eight  old  people  received  treatment  every  eight  weeks,  two  of 
these  being  over  90.  There  are  now  four  persons  on  the  waiting 
list. 


Christmas  parcels  were  again  distributed  by  the  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Committee  assisted  by  various  local  voluntary  organisa- 
tions. They  also  carried  out  regular  visiting  throughout  the  year. 

448  people  received  the  services  of  a home  help  during  the 
year  (407  in  1969). 

One  hundred  and  seventeen  houses  were  built  by  the  Council, 
97  by  private  enterprise  and  two  were  converted  from  other 
premises,  making  a total  of  216  new  houses  compared  with  274 
in  1969. 

The  Swimming  Baths  attracted  277,720  swimmers  and  28,168 
spectators  during  the  year.  Repeated  sampling  of  the  water  during 
the  year  showed  no  contamination. 

In  giving  my  report  I should  like  to  thank  the  Council  for 
all  their  help  and  assistance  and  my  staff  for  their  efficient  hard 
work  during  the  year. 
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Area  and  Social  Conditions. 


The  area  of  the  district  is  9,336  acres.  The  estimated  popula- 
tion in  mid- 1970  was  34,360  a decrease  of  120  on  the  previous 
year’s  estimate. 

The  rateable  value  at  the  end  of  1970  was  £1,140,311  and  the 
product  of  a penny  rate  was  £4,288. 

The  number  of  houses  according  to  the  Council’s  rate  book 
was,  at  the  end  of  1970,  11,745  plus  61  public  houses.

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WATER 


The  Durham  County  Water  Board  took  47  samples  of  water 
during  the  year  for  bacteriological  examination,  all  were  satisfac- 
tory. The  Board  supplies  11,634  houses  directly  from  the  mains, 
the  average  number  of  persons  per  house  being  3- 11,  no  house 
being  supplied  from  a standpipe.  No  case  of  contamination 
occurred  in  the  district  and  the  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quantity, 
and  quality  was  maintained.  So  far  as  is  known,  no  houses  are 
without  a piped  water  supply. 

Chlorination  is  carried  out  after  all  mains  repairs  and 
bacteriological  tests  are  made  until  a satisfactory  result  is 
obtained. 

Only  natural  flouride  is  present  in  the  water  and  varies  from 
0-15  p.p.m.  to  0*65  p.p.m. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  new  extensions  at  the  main  works  were  commissioned  on 
21st  April,  1970.  A sludge  treatment  plant  has  enabled  better 
tank  effluent  to  be  produced  and  consequently  there  is  a steady 
improvement  in  the  final  effluent  within  the  required  River 
Authority  standard  (20  p.p.m.  B.O.D.,  30  p.p.m.  suspended 
solids)  discharged  to  the  river. 


SEWERAGE 

The  sewerage  system  continues  to  work  satisfactorily. 


SPECIAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 
1.  PREVENTATIVE  SERVICES. 

(a)  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

The  following  children  were  immunised  during  the  year 
in  their  homes,  doctors’  surgeries.  County  clinics  or 
schools. 

480  children  received  primary  full  courses  of  immunisa- 
tion treatment. 

386  children  received  “booster”  doses,  either  singly  or  in 
combination. 
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(b)  Whooping  Cough. 

383  children  were  vaccinated  against  Whooping  Cough 
either  singly  or  in  combination.  The  administration  of 
combined  Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria  injections  has 
naturally  lowered  the  numbers  of  single  injections  against 
each  disease  alone.  194  “booster”  doses  were  adminis- 
tered. 

(c)  Smallpox  Vaccination. 

279  primary  vaccinations  and  16  re-vaccinations  were 
carried  out  during  the  year. 

(d)  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 

The  number  of  vaccinations  carried  out  during  the  year 
was  as  follows: — 

494  primaries. 

318  boosters. 

(e)  B.C.G.  Vaccinations. 

613  children  were  Heaf  tested. 

51  children  were  positive; 

496  children  were  negative,  and 
490  children  were  vaccinated.

All  slaughtered  animals  were  examined  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  Regulations,  and  the  carcases  of  those  found  to 
be  fit  for  human  consumption  were  stamped  by  the  inspecting 
officer. 


The  charges  imposed  brought  an  income  of  £431*93.

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CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT 
ON  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

It  has  been  forecast  that  in  the  next  twenty  years  the  volume 
of  refuse  produced  will  increase  by  some  200  per  cent.  With  the 
present  expenditure  of  some  £800  million  spent  on  packaging 
materials  one  can  only  begin  to  appreciate  the  present  difficulties 
faced  by  those  Local  Authorities  responsible  for  the  collection  and 
disposal  of  solid  wastes,  together  with  the  magnitude  of  the 
problems  in  the  future. 

Both  collection  and  disposal  operations  are  becoming  more 
and  more  expensive,  a trend  which  will  continue. 

No  longer  can  we  consider  refuse  as  simply  that  material 
discarded  in  the  dustbin.  Today  it  is  made  up  of  materials  ranging 
from  scraps  of  food  waste  to  refrigerators;  tin  whistles  to  pianos; 
newsheets  to  large  packing  cases,  and  so  on. 

The  old  methods  of  collection  using  cheap  uneconomic  vehicles 
are  going;  and  the  current  practice  of  so  called  controlled  tipping 
must  either  be  drastically  improved  or  replaced  by  volume 
reduction  methods  and  perhaps  ultimately  incineration. 

This  is  a subject  about  which  there  should  never  be  com- 
placency since  it  involves  a question  of  public  health.  The  key  to 
the  future  of  this  service  lies  in  the  realisation  of  change  and 
accepting  the  need  to  meet  it. 

House  Refuse  Collections. 

The  paper  sack  method  of  storage  and  collection  was  further 
extended.  All  new  Council  houses  are  provided  with  a free 
standing  sack  holder,  and  each  year  the  dustbins  at  500  existing 
Council  houses  are  replaced  by  these  new  units. 

At  the  end  of  1970  there  were  1,449  sack  holders  in  use. 

Ash  closets  are  slowly  being  eliminated— almost  entirely  due 
to  the  demolition  of  unfit  houses,  and  in  1970  the  number  of 
closets  was  reduced  by  64  to  182. 

By  31st  December,  1970,  we  were  collecting  weekly  refuse 
from  10,679  dustbins  (domestic);  removing  1,449  paper  sacks  and 
cleansing  1 82  ash  closets.  Added  to  this  is  all  the  extra  refuse  that 
is  found  beside  most  dustbins. 

A survey  during  the  year  showed  that  approximately  8 per 
cent  of  domestic  dwellings  used  regularly  two  or  more  bins. 

Trade  Refuse  Collection. 

The  collections  for  commercial  and  industrial  properties  vary 
from  daily  to  once  weekly. 
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Trade  refuse  collection  charges  are  obligatory  and  most  firms 
enter  into  a Trade  Refuse  Collection  Agreement  with  the  Council. 
The  charge  here,  fixed  in  1962,  is  £100  per  bin  per  half  year. 

Casual  collections  are  charged  for  on  a Labour/ Vehicle  Time 
basis. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  we  were  collecting  weekly  2,119  bins 
of  commercial  and  industrial  waste. 

Civic  Amenities  Act,  1968. 

The  number  of  collections  of  bulk  waste  from  domestic 
premises  continues  to  rise.  This  free  collection  covers  almost  every 
conceivable  type  of  additional  waste  from  houses — viz.  beds, 
mattresses,  pianos,  sofas,  chairs,  sideboards,  reasonable  quantities 
of  rubble  and  garden  refuse. 

In  1968  there  were  192  special  collections; 

In  1969  increased  to  283  special  collections;  and 

In  1970  this  jumped  to  509. 

The  number  of  abandoned  cars  that  have  been  removed  by 
Departmental  action  since  the  Act  came  into  force  is  122. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

In  1969  the  Council  accepted  in  principle  that  refuse  disposal 
should  be  by  incineration  and  that  adjacent  local  authorities  should 
be  invited  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  a joint  disposal  scheme. 

Some  nearby  local  authorities  were  invited  to  comment  on  the 
proposal.  These  comments  were  reported  to  the  Sub-Committee 
set  up  to  consider  further  the  question  of  incineration. 

Little  progress  was  made  during  1970  mainly  due  to  the 
pending  local  government  reorganisation;  and  the  Sub-Committee 
decided  to  await  the  Government’s  Working  Party  Report  on 
Refuse  Disposal  which  is  due  early  1971. 

In  the  meanv/hile,  all  refuse  is  tipped  at  the  Council’s  Tip 
at  Gurney  Valley. 

Disposal  charges  remain  at  38p  per  load  and  during  1970  285 
private  loads  were  received  at  the  tip. 

Vehicles. 

Following  the  Council’s  decision  to  replace  obsolete  vehicles, 
the  second  new  vehicle  arrived  in  1970.  This  was  a Shelvoke  and 
Drewry  Pakamatic,  20  cu.  yd.  capacity  with  3 : 1 compression. 

All  vehicles  belonging  to  the  Council  are  maintained,  by  two 
mechanics,  to  the  standards  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Transport. 
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Salvage. 

In  1970,  61  tons  4 cwts.  1 qrt.  of  paper  salvage  were 
despatched  to  Board  Mills.  This  tonnage,  although  higher  than 
that  in  1969,  was  lower  than  potentially  possible,  again  due  to  the 
time  lost  on  collection  and  baling  because  of  a high  sickness  rate.

As  I stated  in  my  Report  for  1969,  the  annual  review  is  always 
a soul  searching  exercise  with  a view  to  improving  the  means  to 
better  ends. 

The  reform  of  Local  Government,  particularly  between  1834 
and  1894,  was  mainly  based  on  the  pressures  created  by  the  need 
for  social  improvement  of  the  environment.

I express  my  appreciation  to  the  Council  for  their  help  and 
resolve  to  overcome  public  cleansing  problems;  to  the  Cleansing 
Supervisor,  mechanics  and  refuse  collectors  for  their  efforts  in 
maintaining  continuity  of  service;  and  particularly  to  my  Deputy 
(Mr.  R.  Barrass,  T.D.,  M.A.P.H.I.,  Dip.,  R.I.P.H.H.)  for  his 
support,  and  able  deputising  during  my  absence  September  to 
November. 


Public  Conveniences. 

Repairs  had  constantly  to  be  carried  out  to  the  public  toilets 
throughout  the  year  to  keep  pace  with  acts  of  vandalism.
